IN SHIP BUILDING BOOM 


Sixty Sis Ships Contracted for by 


Great Lake Companies 


Cleveland, March 27. —(By United 


Press—Cleveland lake ports are ex- 
jperiencing the greatest ship building 
' boom in years. 
Ship yards and dry- 


docks are working day and night. 
•Employes, mostly skilled, are scarce, 
and wages are 10 to 15 per cent. 
higher than in past years. 


"About" 27,000,000 is invested in 


contracts in Great Lakes ship yards 
for vessels to be delivered within the 
next two years," said H. C. Estep, 
editor of a marine trade paper here. 


"Sixty six ships have been con- 


tracted for by Great Lake companies. 
Four companies will deliver the bulk 
of these ships: The American Ship- 
building Co.; Great Lakes Engineer- 
ing Co.; Toledo Shipbuilding Co., and 
the Mantiowac Dry Dock and Ship- 
building Co. 


"A large part of the ships contract- 


ed for will be used on salt water. 
These must not be more than 261 feet 
over all, so they can pass through the 
Welland canal. 


"Eight great 600 foot bulk cargo 


boats have been ordered for 191ft de- 
livery and will be used in the iron 
ore trade." 
A. G. Smith, general 


manager of the American Shipbuild- 
ing Co., states that all but nine of 
the 26 ships his firm has promised to 
deliver within the next two years are 
destined for salt water trade.
